A Plea for Stale Right*. 


This paper has more than once commented upon the drift 


toward centralization, or paternalism, in governmental mat- 
ters in this country, and it is not alone in recognizing this ten- 
dency,, a tendency, which is constantly taking matters out of 
the hands of (owns, cities and counties and placing them in the 
hands of the. state, and placing under federal jurisdiction inaii> 
matters (ha twere fonnerly considered strictly as the business 
of the slates. 
/. Governor Clemen! of Vermont is awake to the situation, a 
fact which is made very plain by some of the things lie sale 
in his.inaugural address last week. He objects to the taking 
by the''federal government of sources of slate revenue am 
urges the Legislature to stand in opposition to the drift in this 
direction. 
He is opposed to government ownership of the 


railroads and to national prohibition, both of which would not 
only deprive the slatts o'P'pres'ent sources of revenue, but also 
of the right (o manage their own affairs in their own way so 
far as these and other important matters arc concerned. "The 
hand of the federal government rests heavily upon all the 
business of the United Stales," said Governor Clement. 
"On 


account of the war the pepple have sufl'cred this without com- 
plaint and wilh the hope thai relief would come with the com- 
ing of. peace. .So far this is a hope only, and (here is appar- 
ently, no delinilc plan for returning -lo rightful ownership 
properly which has been seized by the federal government 
underJhe plea of war emergency." 


As.is well known, lhal is the way the owners of the railroads 


feel with reference to their properly, and (here is reasoif to 
believe that a large part of the public feels the same way, not- 
withstanding the strength of the pressure for government 
ownership, not only of Ihe railroads, but of the telephone and 
telegraph lines and oilier public utilities which have hitherto 
been under corporate management. 
After discussing these 


matters at some length Governor Clement said to (he legis- 
lators: "While this matler rests entirely with you, and not wilh 
me, I do not deem it proper at Ibis lime lo. remind you of the 
danger which lies in a tqo complaisant surrender of Ihe rights 
and [lowers inherent in our sovereign state and in our people." 


It is time for men of prominence and influence (o speak up 


on this question. 
If Ihe'lime has arrived for placing in Ihe 


hands of Ihe government business affairs that have herelof6r> 
rested in the hands of t'he people, well and good, but the step 
should not be taken blindly or in liasle. 
If should be very 


carefully considered, and all lhe<argumnls, for and against, 
should be heard and weighed. 


Governor Clemenl performs a public service not circum- 


scribed by.'the bounds of his stale in thus going on record 
against (he surrender by (he slales of (he rights Ihey have en- 
joyed in the past. The question of revenue is not the most 
imporia'nt. 
Thai will be laken.care of in one way or an- 


other, but the right of "self-delermination",in matters of yilal 
consequence (o themselves is one that should not be'lightly 
surrendered by (he slates.
